th9 alit nltimo i—<<Th8 Goverament 
•obeme for the admi^gion of BrUiah 
Oolambla lato the Canadian Dominion 
was propoanded on Taosdav in the 
B.oni« of Commons, Wo beg all our 
readers to give iho debate a oareful

The Coafederalion Debate. 



[SIOOKD DAT I> OAEADIAH OOMHOaS.J 

The adjoarnad debate was rsiumed by the 
Hon Col. Gray, who, in an able speech, tri- 
umphantly exposed tbe holloK-nesa and incon*i 
siatoQcy of the loading oppositionists, those 
who in times past were tlio loudest mouthed 
advocates of speedy iVesLward cztsnsion and 
a go-abead national polisy who were now 
offering a faotioas oppoiltlon to tho only 
polioy which could secure a national basis. He 
compared the relative diffloulties to be en* 
countered by tbo itmericaa and Canadian 
PaoiSo railway, showing that tba former were 
Immeaadrably greater than the lattetj' and in 
the coarse of.his remarks be tarned the tables 
eompletely upon tbe leader of the Opposition, 
quoting from bis speech o( last session, where 
be described tbe Canadian Paoifio as passing 
through an iafinitoly better country than 
that through which tbo American lino had 
passed. Hu went on to show that whereas 
the American lino had to pass elevations of 
7500 sua even 8000 feet above the level of 
the sea, the greatest height to be overcome 
by our own was 3700, with a gentle slope on 
• ilher side. Tbe Americans had built their 
lias in three and a half years ; and could it 
be supposed that tbe Uauadinns were so iu- 
furior tbut they could not build thair'a in ton 
years ? lo the light of experience and bear 
ing In mitkd tbe great fertility aud natural 
resources of the country through which our 
road bai to pass, it was unreasonable to 
assume that ebmpanles woold not be iound 
to build the Hoe. British Columbia possessed 
every moang of becoming one of tbe moat 
prosperous I'rovineea in the Dominion, and, 
indeed, ita acquisition bad been one of tbe 
stipulations of and iuducementj for Confed- 
eration. He alluded to the prosperous con- 
dition of the Dominion at present to show 
ibat there need be no hesitntion about In- 
curring the proposed responsibilities. On 
the other hand, if Oauada should refuse to 
undortako tbit great work it would paas out 
of her hands ; Urilieh Columbia would not bo 
Included in tbe Dominion, and, instead ol 
becoming a great and leading power on the 
Gontioent, and advatiolng in matetlal wealth 
and prosperity, Canada would revert to its 
old position of disoonteoted and opposing 
Provinces, small and inaignlGcant — the worse 
for having thrown away tho opportunities 
which had been afforded her. (Tbo Hon Colonel 
sat down amid loud applause). 

JUr Jol\y lollowed on the other side, and 
threw tbeUouae into good humor by iulroduc- 
lag the table of the frog and tbo ox. Wbeu 
listening to the glowing description of West- 
ward liSmpire, he thought be could see tbo 
Dominion swelling like the frog. It was very 
fortunate tbe Pacific made a boundary to the 
land to be annexed, although it was true China 
and Japan were beyond, and perhaps tbo 
Pacific might yet be made a Canadian sea. 

Tbe Hon Mr Langovia spoke in French, 
pointing out the necessity for tho railway. 
W'belhor British Columbia caaie in or 
not tba railway must bo built to the Rocky 
Uouutaios, and to stop there would be absurd. 
It must, in any cute, be carried on to tbe 
natural outlet on the Puc.flc. Ha believed it 
was the duty and iniurcal of Canada to oom- 
pleto Confederation and establish a Britlsb 
i^mpire in North America, with tho freest 
institutions in tbe world, under the Britisb 
Sag aow protecting as, and which would con- 
tinue to protect us as long as we desired. Ue 
believed bis oenntrymen of all classes dssired 
this result, and tbe trifling d>ffioaltles sboald 
not cause na to hesitate. h 

Hon Mr Smith opposed the resolutions. It 
was proposed to pledge Ihe faith of tba couo- 
'ry to the commenuement of tbe railway in 
two yeara, and to its completion in ten years, 
no matter if tbe resalt should bs ruin. No 
verbal resolutions could be of tbe sliuhteal 
avail. The words of the resolutions were 
clear ; and if, in two years, the railway was 
uot commenced, British Columbia could appsnl 
to tbe Imperial Government. 

Tbe Hon Ur Dunkin followed in an able 
speech. He said tbe amendment was a narrow 
one for postpooemeat, witboatany good reasou 
assigaed. One of tba ezpreit purposes of 
Ooofederatlon had bean to bring in the North 
VVest and construct a railway from tbe At- 
lantio to tb* I'aciGc, and wars they now to 
beaitate, letting '• I dare not wail upon I 
would " ? He argued that British Columbia 
and the .North Weal could not bo retained witli. 
out a railway. They had already gone too far 
to think of recedin,;. \ut tu aJtanc wni lo 
go hack tlie. wliole dislaiicf. He lield tbat ibu 
iiasuiiiptiou of the North ICest involved tb« 
re-pousibility of building a railway to the 
Rocky .Mountains ; and the roadconld not stop 
there. It would be cheaper to build it to tbe 
Pacific. 

[third oat's ■IIITI.] 

The Hon Mr Morris delivered a very able 
speech in^sopport of the whole schomo. He 
said it was mostsurprislng,in looking back on 
the past history of Canada, to see what great 
things had been accomplished, The Oovern- 
bad been taunted time after time wilb not 
hci[)({ siacaro in the great work of building up 
a Briusb Kmpire liii this ConlineiU ; but now 
that tliB most decisive itcp of all wnj [iruiioscd 
to be taken, tbey wore met wilb a fticlioue 
opposition. Tho Dominion already stretched 
froui tho Atlantic to tbo Rocky Moiiiitnins, 
aud now tha question was whether tbey ahould 
make what bad once been considered a drsam 
a living reality, by doing their utmost to 
weld the Provinces from one ocean to the other 
into one solid Dominion. Ife was' snrprised at 
tbo position now adopted by gentlemen' 
formerly the most enthusiaatic in the glorious 
work of creating an empire. He was more 
tbiiii aurpriied with the leader of tho Opposi- 
tiun who Imd with his puny atatod thiit he 
should sot himself to assist in tho consuiniua. 
tion of the work. But now, nfter tponking so 
oflun of his zeal for union, bo placed on 
record a motion which, while admitting the 
Canadian Pacific Railway to be an " urgent 
political necessity," attempted to prevent the 
House iron carrying oat tbat necessity. He 
went on to show tbe importaoos, the necessity, 
of at once acquiring British Oolumbla and 
fioveroly oiiimadverted upon tho rein -irks of 
tbe memher for ljumbton [ Mr. .Mnckenzio] 
about the rough, steiilo r.nd worihlesB char- 
acter of that colony, rending exiracis Irom 
iho loading nowspuper pu' lishud in tho colo- 
ny [tho Uritjsb Uoix>nihtJ to show thai in 
climate, as well as io a^iioliltarel, mipetal, 
forest and marine resoaroes tbe oonatr;
